The Flying Bomb 

The German Robot Bomb, just in- 
troduced into this war, is a forerunner 
of the flying bomb proposed by Dr. Lee 
De Forest in 1940. In the December 
issue, 1940, it was reported in this col- 
umn that Dr. Lee De Forest proposed a 
robot bombing plane, literally a flying 
bomb with a mechanical eye for seeking 
out its target and which could be built 
for ten thousand dollars. 

He stated, “In flight such a plane 
would be steered and operated by radio 
from a control plane that could remain 
as far as ten miles away. The flying 
bomb would contain in its fuselage a 
television transmitter and a radio-com- 
mand receiver. Using the information 
relayed to him from the robot plane’s 
television set, the pilot of the control 
plane would be able to steer the robot 
directly over the target and dive into 
the target.” 

Future Robots 

It doesn’t require a great deal of imag- 
ination to see the potential possibilities 
of these robot bombs. If it passes through 
the same rapid development as aviation 
since the last war, we can readily real- 
ize that it will evolve into a powerful 
weapon for destruction. 


Unlimited Barrage 

Guns are limited to a range of 20 or 
30 miles and to eighteen inch shells 
weighing a ton, but by the means of 
the robot bomb a barrage of a thou- 
sand robot planes could be sent in an 
hour, each weighing ten to a hundred 
tons and sent half-way around the 
world. 

Uranium Bomb 

We have powerful explosives, but 
nothing compared to what is being de- 
veloped. John T. O'Neill, president of 
the National Association of Science 
Writers, stated, that a ten-pound uran- 
ium bomb would blast a hole twenty- 
five miles in diameter and wreck every 
structure within a hundred miles. We 
cannot imagine what a flying robot 


carrying a few tons of this uranium. 


would do. It. would produce an arti- 
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ficial earthquake, destroying everything 
for hundreds of miles around. 
Sudden Destruction 
An enemy sending over a thousand 
of these infernal machines could in one 
hour destroy the entire country of the 
enemy without a man leaving his terri- 
tory. 
Third World War 
It seems from all the reports received, 
that plans are not clear cut for a perma- 
nent peace, and that we are even now 
laying the foundation for a third world 
war. We may be able to destroy our 
enemies, but we cannot disarm our 
allies of today. But will they be our 
allies of tomorrow?

When one contemplates these possi- 
bilities, it makes one shudder and wish 
for the speedy coming of our blessed 
Lord to end man’s inhumanity to man. 
Our only hope is in the Prince of Peace, 
who is the only one that can bring per- 
manent peace. 


Spare Parts Bank 

If medical progress continues at the 
present rate, the day may not be far 
away, when doctors will draw on a 
spare-parts bank, for the body. 

Blood banks are here. Chicago has a 
nerve bank. New York an eye bank. 
Army doctors use vein banks in com- 
bat zones, and skin banks are on the 
way. The hope is that some day every 
large hospital in the country will have 
its own spare-parts storage vaults. 

Replacing the eye’s outer transparent 
membrane, the cornea, is no longer the 
miracle Operation. it once ‘was. In 
Manhattan 20 hospitals now collect 
corneas and send them to the “central 
clearing house” at the New York hos- 
pital! 

Replacing whole organs of the body 
—a liver, an eye, a spleen, or an ear— 
may be impossible at the moment, but 
miracles lie ahead. Modern military 
surgery in the stress of battle is learning 
many new skills. 

Already battle surgery has produced 
the ‘vein bank” by which Army surgeons 


are mending the great arteries of the — 


body with the aid of metallic “pipes.” 

There is one sure thing that in the 
resurrection all the missing parts will 
be supplied. 

The Bible in the School 

When the children return to the rural 
schools of Missouri this autumn, a large 
percentage of them will find a brand new 
Gideon Bible in their school room. The 
man responsible for this good work is 
Brother M. L. Grable, Superintendent of 
our Sunday School Department at the 
Gospel Publishing House. Brother Gra- 
ble is Bible Secretary of the Missouri 
Gideons. He has placed 4,000 Gideon 
Bibles in rural schools this summer at 
the request of the teachers and superin- 
tendents.

Man is what he is today largely as the 
result of what he is biologically plus the 
environmental influences that have 
been thrown about him from birth to 
the present moment. All reputable 
scholars are agreed that of the two in- 
fluences, namely, heredity and environ- 
ment, the latter plays by far the greater 
part in the life of man. There are many 
environmental influences that bear up- 
on our lives but we shall consider only 
three, i.e., (1) What we read, (2) What 
we hear, and (3) Our associates. 

Influence of Reading 

That man is greatly influenced by 
what he reads there is no question. 
Benjamin Franklin is reported to have 
stated that Mather’s “Essays to do 
Good” affected all the principal events 
of his life. Dr. Samuel Johnson testified 
that he became a Christian through 
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typically American concepts. 


reading Law’s “Serious Call.” Robert 
Murray McCheyne gained incalculable 
inspiration through reading Edward’s 
“Freedom of the Will.” John Wesley 
was tremendously affected and finally 
led to his heart-warming experience of 
the New Birth through reading, in ad- 
dition to the sacred Scriptures, Luther’s 
“Preface to Romans,” Thomas aKempis, 
Mr. Law’s “Christian Perfection,” and 
“Serious Call.” Sir Robertson Nicoll 
once said that he knew six men who at- 
tributed their choice of the foreign mis- 
sion field to the reading of the life of 
Henry Martyn. Many others who have 
given their lives to the foreign field have 
been greatly influenced in doing so by 
reading the lives of the great mission- 
aries of the cross of Christ who have 
served in the uttermost parts of the 
world. 


Over a hundred years ago William 
McGuffey prepared a series of six read- 
ers to be used in the public schools of 
the United States. This man, who was 
a six hundred-dollar a year school teach- 
er and also a Presbyterian minister who 
preached freely for small congregations 
too poor to pay his salary, well knew 
that school books greatly influence a na- 
tion’s thought. In his readers he shaped 
the minds of American youth along the 
lines of truth, honesty, fair dealing, in- 
itiative, invention, and _self-reliance,— 
‘Those 
who are old enough to remember the 
McGuffey Readers will confirm the fact 
that their simple philosophy of right 
living played a big part in instilling into 
their young and impressionable minds 
the fundamentals of right living. No 
one doubts the power and influence of 
what one reads in the formation of 
character. Cheap, shoddy reading will 
produce shoddy characters. 

Influence of Hearing 


Man is influenced by what he hears. 
John Wesley was moved toward Christ 
through hearing the words of the sac- 
red oratorio, “Out of the Deep Have I 
Cried Unto Thee, O Lord.” Charles G. 
Spurgeon was won for the Lord by 
listening to a lay member of the church 
preach from the text, “Look unto me 
and be ye saved, all ye ends of the 
earth.” Most of us today were saved

through hearing the preaching of the 
Word of God. In the realm of music, 
cheap music (?) will. produce cheap 
character. Much so-called music of the 
present day is nothing more than the 
rythmn of jungle tribes played upon 
modern instruments. It tears down; it 


does not build up. 


Influence of Associates 


One of the greatest influences upon 
man is his associates. There can be no 
question about this. It is trite to say 
that man becomes like the company he 
keeps, but it is true. Can anyone doubt 
the influence for good upon ‘Timothy 
of his mother and his grandmother? 
Paul writes, “I call to remembrance the 
unfeigned faith that is in thee, which 
dwelt first in thy grandmother Lois, and 
thy mother Eunice; and I am persuaded 
that in thee also.” Think, if you will, of 
the influence for good in the life of 
Dwight L. Moody of his Sunday School 
teacher, who won Moody for God at 
the age of seventeen. John Wesley was 
led to see the truth more perfectly 
through his association with the Moray- 
ian Brethren while on shipboard. I 
heard of an elevator boy who was won 
for Christ by the great Dr. George W. 
Truett as he was being taken up to his 
room. 

I know of a San Francisco business 
man, who is being won for Christ by 
one of the members of the Temple staff, 
who, in addition to talking business is 
also talking Christ. I once heard a great 
minister, pastor of a large Chicago 
church tell this story. He had contacted 
a Chicago banker with the claims of 
Jesus Christ upon his life. Apparently 
he had not made much headway. Sum- 
mer came and the banker was invited to 
the Rocky Mountains with this preach- 
er to spend his vacation there and fish 
for trout. One night while the two men 
sat about the camp fire, in communion 
with nature and with each other, the 
banker pulled his pipe out of his mouth, 
knocked the ashes out on the heel of his 
shoe, and said to his preacher compan- 
ion, “You win.” “What do you mean, 
I win?” asked the preacher.

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BEWARE

Someone has said that “error is truth 
out of balance.” Prov. 11:1. How true 
this is when applied to the balance 
which should exist between gifts and 
fruit in the believer’s life. Bear down 
too hard on the gifts side of the scales 
and the balance is destroyed, and one is 
apt to err along the lines of strange and 
wild fire. But on the contrary, bear 
down too hard on the side of fruit, and 
just so surely will the balance again be 
disturbed, and the believer is then liable 
to err on the side of conservatism. His 
fruit will then become dry, spongy and 
juiceless. However, let a proper balance 
be preserved, then error is kept out, and 
we shall have God’s ideal of the New 


Testament Christian and assembly. 


A gift is a finished transaction. The 
essence of a gift is that the giver relin- 
quishes all control over the thing given. 
In the proportion that the giver retains 
control over the gift it remains a loan 
and ceases to be a gift. With a gift all 
title and claim to the gift is gone for- 
ever. ‘The one who receives the gift is 
then free to do with it as he will. This 
rule holds good in the bestowal of spir- 
itual gifts. When God gives a gift of the 
Spirit, He relinquishes all control over 
it. It then becomes ours absolutely, and 
we may then do with it as we please 
CleSam®. 15:29: Rom. 11:29; 1 Cor. 14: 
32; 1 John 2:27). At times God even 
bestows His gifts upon the rebellious 
among men (Psa. 68:18). But a true 
child of God, and a true follower of our 
blessed Pentecostal message, will im- 
mediately do with the gifts what he 
should do with all His possessions— 
give it back to God, and thenceforth 
yield it to the Spirit's control. In Acts 
4:32 they were in possession of their 
goods, yet they held them as if they 
were not their own. Likewise, posses- 
sion of spiritual gifts has been given to 
us, but shall we not hold them for God 
as if they were not our own? Because 
some have failed to do this, we have 
excesses in Pentecost today the same as 
they had in the Corinthian church of 
Paul’s day. Paul never questions the 
genuineness of the Corinthian gifts, but 
he does question their use. They used 
the gifts according to the movings of 
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their own spirit rather than yielding 
them to the Spirit of God and permit- 
ting Him to use His gifts-as He pleases. 


Herein is another thing hard to be 
understood. How can the Spirit of God 
within a believer be so subject to the 
believer as to be under the believer’s 
control? The word clearly teaches that 
the Spirit may be resisted by the human 
Spirit @\ets 7.91) blasphemed (Mark 
3:29), vexed (Isa. 63:10), grieved 
(Eph. 4:30), quenched (1 ihesse=>: 
19), lied to (Acts 5:3), received (John 
20:22), limited (Psa. 78:41), sowed to 
(Gal. 6:8), neglected. (1 Tim. 4:14), 
walked in (Gal 5:16), filled CEph. 5: 
18), dwell CRom. 8:11), and be re 
newed (Titus 3:5). All of which shows 
the Spirit of God in cooperation with 
the human spirit, and the control ex- 
ercised by the human spirit over the 
Holy Spirit. Moreover 1 Cor. 14:32 ex- 
pressly states that “the spirits of the 
prophets are subject to the prophets.” 


There is danger of considering the 
use of gifts and manifestations, under 
whatever time or circumstances they 
may appear, as being directly inspired 
of the Holy Spirit, and because of this 
given right of way over everything else. 
At times they may even be clothed with 
infallibility by the believer. But such is 
not always true; in fact, quite the oppo- 
site may be true. It can be possible for 
the human spirit to be in control instead 
of the Holy Spirit. The Holy Spirit 
never robs the believer of his self-control. 
He always moves in and through the 
believer in cooperation with the believ- 
er’s will. Never does He take things into 
His own hands, and arbitrarily set aside 
the will of the believer. Within the 
providence of his own life the believer 
is sovereign. ‘The Spirit never interferes 
with that sovereignty, except at the will 
of the believer. This is clearly taught 
all the way through the fourteenth chap- 
ter of first Corinthians. The mesmerist 
may take control of his subject against 
his will, but there is no such thing as 
spiritual mesmerism. 


With the “fruit of the Spirit,” how- 
ever, the relation of the believer to the 
Spirit is quite the opposite. The gift is 
relinquished by God, but the fruit is pro- 
duced only by abiding in God (John 


ig * 


15:4-5). It is impossible to bear fruit i, | 


without constant, vital, living union 
with the vine on the part of the branch. 


The very life of the fruit depends upon 
the life of the vine. It is the sap of the 
vine flowing through the branch that 
produces fruit. It is the Spirit of Christ 
in the vine flowing through the be- 
liever, the branch, which produces the 
“fruit of the Spirit.” The proper ex- 
ercise therefore of Spiritual gifts is in 
yieldedness, and the proper develop- 
ment of fruit is in abiding. 

The gifts are the weapons of our 
warfare (2 Cor. 10:4). No government 
would be so foolish as to require its 
soldiers to equip themselves, neither 
does God send us to warfare at our own 
charges. Hence, in this warfare against 
sin and Satan, the Spirit has provided us 
with these spiritual weapons. By the 
word of wisdom and the word of knowl- 
edge we fight ignorance, one of the 
chiefest of Satan’s tools. By the gift of 
faith we fight the good fight of faith. By 
the gifts of healing we fight disease. By 
the gift of miracles we fight the lying 
wonders of the devil. By the gift of 
prophecy we unmask the delusions of 
Satan. By the discerning of spirits we 
expose lying spirits. In tongues we have 
the code language whereby the Spirit 
on earth may communicate with the 
throne in Heaven in the warfare He is 
waging against the enemy. 

Because these are the weapons of our 
warfare it may be seen why a babe in 
Christ, who before had been a rough, 
ignorant, uncouth sinner may immedi- 
ately receive one or more of the gifts. 
He has a tremendous fight on his hands 
and needs these gifts to ward off the 
enemy. Being ignorant of spiritual 
things, and having many of his old 
habits still clinging to him, he some- 
times makes mistakes in the use of spirit- 
ual gifts, which to those who are older 
in the faith, may seem crude, and at 
times even sinful, but give the fruit 
time to develop in this man, and these 
crudities will disappear. 

As Pastor Donald Gee states it, “gifts 
can appear suddenly, and the very mo- 
ment and circumstances of their be- 
stowal can be vividly recalled. Not so 
of the fruit of the Spirit; it imperceptibly 
develops in the character, and its in- 
creasing manifestation is probably un- 
conscious to the believer himself. Others 
see it first. It is reserved as one of the

at the Dedication of Burlingame Church 
(As reported by Mrs. R. J. Thurmond) 


Jacob had a wonderful experience 
when he slept with a stone for a pillow, 
at the place he later called Bethel, and 
dreamed of the’ angels ascending and 
descending the ladder to heaven. (The 
angels going up the ladder were on the 
night shift and those coming down were 
on the day shift.) The times to get 
revelations are when you are sleeping 
on a stone—going through the hard 
places. Few people get revelations sleep- 
ing on Beautyrest mattresses. Jacob was 
at the gate of heaven. This church (the 
Burlingame Assembly) is a place of 
“holiness unto the Lord’—a gate to 
heaven for the sinner seeking salvation, 
for the sick and afflicted seeking heal- 


ing, for all seeking peace and rest. 


Brother Vogler started with the As- 
semblies of God 30 years ago when 
there were not many churches and not 
many preachers but those few were 
filled with zeal and believed God was 
with them. God gave the message of 
Pentecost for this time and it must be 
_ delivered in the power of the Holy 
Ghost. He said: “I believe the Holy 
Ghost will give you the words you need 
in the self-same hour.” In God’s time, 
the Holy Ghost was sent from heaven 
and fell in many places. One man said: 
“Tll give this movement three months 
to blow over.” It blew over the whole 
world in a short time. There was plenty 
of persecution, but whenever things 
come too easy the blessings of the Lord 
are lost. The Assembly ministers in 
those days were trail-blazers, but there is 
a danger of our movement getting away 
from the pioneer spirit in this genera- 
tion. 


In the midst of perilous times God 
has brought this Pentecostal movement 
into existence and many times the As- 
sembly church is the only church in the 
community open for worship. From a 
smal] beginning this movement grew and 
grew. ‘The “Pentecostal baby” was put 
on the doorstep of the Church but the 
Church did not open the door to take 
it in. However, many individuals did 
open their heart’s door and God gath- 
ered these in from all denominations. 
They had great zeal—not always accord- 
ing to knowledge, but they went to the 
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street corners, to the jails, and every- 
where, telling the glad story of the 
blessings of God. God brought the As- 
semblies of God together as a channel to 
bless the home and foreign field. 


The school and publishing house at 
Springheld were built, and in 1920 
there were only 20 employees. Now 
there are 200. Last year $50,000 was 
spent for postage alone on the many 
publications sent out. We have the 
second largest religious paper in the 
country—IThe Evangel—which is also 
the most spiritual religious paper, and 
111,000 copies are now being printed 
each week. There are 49,000 Sunday 
School teachers using lessons printed at 
the publishing house and one-half mil- 
lion children are being taught from 
these lessons. The publishing house 
gives back 20 per cent of the profits 
made from this literature to the districts 
for pioneer home missions work, 15 per 
cent goes to the Home Missions Depart- 
ment, 15 per cent to the Foreign Mis- 
sions Department and 30 per cent takes 
care of the expenses. The districts have 
received $113,000 in the last five years 
for pioneer home missions work. 

An average of one church every day 
has been affiliated with the Assemblies 
of God in the last four years with 150 to 
spare, or a total of 1610 churches. 

A missionary church is a live church 
and a missionary movement is a live 
movement. In 1939 for a two-year pe- 
riod, $874,000 came in for foreign mis- 
sions, the next two years, $1,203,000, 
and the next two years $1,634,000. ‘This 
month ends this fiscal year, and Brother 
Vogler stated he felt certain that at 
least $1,000,000 had already come in 
for missions and that $5,000,000 was 
expected before next General Council. 


Eight hundred chaplains of all de- 
nominations, Catholics included, are 
being supplied with literature for the 
service men free of charge, and 6,000,- 
000 copies of Reveille have gone out to 
service men. Many chaplains say 
Reveille is the best paper printed for 
the service men. Now is the time to 
give out the gospel to the service men, 
while they need it, and there are 75,000 
Assembly of God boys in the service 
who need ministering to. The boys will 


not feel the need of the gospel or have 
time for it when the armistice comes. 
Homesick boys are easy to reach now. 
The Assemblies of God rank third in 
giving to the American Bible Society, 
and is the main evangelistic movement 
in the world today. 


God does not hold Himself respon- 
sible to save the world. God holds 
Himself responsible for only two things: 
(1) a perfect plan of redemption which 
He planned the day man sinned, and 
(2) He provided a plan to tell man of - 
His plan of redemption, and that is 
why we have this church and many 
others and why we are calling for 500 
new missionaries for the foreign field. 
Jesus meant what He said when He 
stated: “Go first to Jerusalem, then to 
Judea, and then to the uttermost parts 
of the world.” We must not say we 
have plenty of time. “Say not ye, there 
are yet four months, and then cometh 
the harvest. Behold, I say unto you, . 
Lift up your eyes, and look on the fields; 
for they are white already to harvest.” 

Don’t be too late with too little!

STUDY IV 


The Mental Madness of Nebuchadnezzar 
and the Resultant Conversion of the King. 
(Continued from June Issue) 

The sentence of this Court pro- 
nounced upon Nebuchadnezzar was 
duly executed. The judgments of God 
are penal and remedial. Where there is 
repentance as a result of divine judg- 
ment the effect is salutary. Mark what 
we read here. 

1. He lifted up his eyes unto heaven. 
He remembered at the end of the seven 
years when his reason began to return 
to him that the judgment had come 
upon him because he had ignored God 
and had taken unto himself glory that 
was not his. 


2. His understanding returned. Here 
is proof that during the seven years he 
was without it. He had imagined that 
he was a beast of the field, the disease 
being known to modern science as lycan- 
thropy. Individuals afflicted with this 
form of mental madness imagine that 
they are beasts. Greek and Roman writ- 
ers have told us of. many such cases. 
Nebuchadnezzar believed that he was 
a bull. And this can be easily accounted 
for. His kingdom extended into India, 
and there in some unexplained way the 
sacred bull was identified with the chief 
Zend deity, Ahura Mazda, who was re- 
garded as the author of all good, phy- 
sical and moral. It is a well-known fact 
that the sacred bull of India became en- 
grafted into the Chaldean mythology, 
and since Ahura Mazda was regarded 
as the author of all good, and the sacred 
bull was identified with this deity, and 
Nebuchadnezzar in his pride looked 
upon himself as the one who had built 
great Babylon and who was now the 
undisputed master of the world, it is not 
surprising that his insanity took this 
form, and he imagined himself to be a 
bull. It is likely that, at the same time, 
he was conscious of his identity as 
Nebuchadnezzar, and this fact must 
have greatly aggravated his mental tor- 
ture. How glad he must have been 
when his understanding returned! 

3. He blessed the Most High, and 
praised and honored Him that liveth 
forever, whose dominion is an everlast- 
ing dominion and whose kingdom is 
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from generation to generation. 

4. He was restored unto his throne, 
and excellent majesty was added unto 
him. Daniel knew that his madness was 
to be for a season only, that at the end 
of seven years his reason would be re- 
stored, and so it is likely that the affairs 
of state were administered without ap- 
pointing a successor. Daniel may have 
had a large part in it. As soon as the 
reason of the king was restored his 
counsellors and lords sought unto him, 
and he was established in his kingdom. 
He did not live long after his restora- 
tion, but the closing years of his reign 
appear to have been spent in a halo of 
glory. 

5. He appears to have been genuine- 
ly converted, and we shall probably see 
his face among the glorified saints of the 
heavenly world when we reach the 
glory. This is the very last glimpse we 
are afforded of Nebuchadnezzar, and 
the very last words we hear of his speak- 
ing or writing are these:“Now I, Nebu- 
chadnezzar, praise and extol and honor 
the King of heaven, all whose works are 
truth, and His ways judgment: and 
those that walk in pride He is able to 
abase.” 

What a marvelous achievement of 
divine grace was the conversion of 


Nebuchadnezzar! It would seem that if 


anybody on the face of the earth was 
beyond the reach of the grace of God 
that man was Nebuchadnezzar. We 
sometimes speak of the conversion of 
Jerry McAuley, and say, “What an 
achievement of divine grace!” and it 
was such an achievement. We some- 
times speak of the conversion of the 
penitent thief upon the cross, that thief 
who was upon the very verge of hell, 
and was about to drop in, but whose 
soul was laid hold of at almost the last 
moment, and, being snatched out of the 
jaws of death was transported to Para- 
dise—we sometimes speak of him, and 
say, “What an achievement of divine 
grace!” But how rarely have we spoken, 
if indeed we have spoken at all, of the 
marvelous achievement of divine grace 
in saving Nebuchadnezzar who had 
been one of the worst tyrants of human 
history, and who, although there have 


been many who have attempted to pal- 
iate his guilt and excuse his crimes 
and some who have even pointed him 
out as a noble-minded king, deserving 
commendation rather than condemna- 
tion, was guilty of wholesale murder, 
placing himself in the same category 
in which were afterwards placed Gen- 
ghis Khan, Tamerlane and Bajazet, 
styled by Voltaire as “mercenary mur- 
derers.” The conversion of Nebuchad- 
nezzar was indeed a marvelous achieve- 
ment of divine grace. A wife said to me 
one day, “There is no hope for my hus- 
band; he will never be saved; he is too 
far away; he is too far gone.” O woman, 
despair not! If God saved Nebuchad- 
nezzar He can save your husband! Is 


anything too hard for God? 


What a hideous thing pride is! What 
an abomination unto God! If God thus 
detested it, and thus punished it in a 
heathen monarch, how He must detest 
it when He sees it in a child of His! And 
how likely He is, sooner or later, to 
visit it with divine chastisement! How 
important that we fly from it as from a 
viper! Let us not forget Nebuchad- 
nezzar’s last recorded words, “Those that 
walk in pride He is able to abase.” —

Spurgeon once preached a great ser- 
mon on “How Saints may help the 
devil.”

There was a young minister once 
preaching very earnestly ima -Certam: 
chapel; he had to walk some four or five 
miles to his home along a country road 
after service. A young man who had 
been deeply impressed under the ser- 
mon, requested the privilege of walking 
with the minister, with an earnest hope 
that he might get an opportunity of 
telling out his feelings to him, and ob- 
taining some word of guidance or com- 
fort. Instead of that, the young minister 
all the way along told the most singular 
tales to those who were with him, caus- 
ing loud roars of laughter, and even re- 
lating tales which bordered upon the in- 
decorous. He stopped at a certain house, 
and this young man with him, and the 
whole evening was spent in frivolity and 
foolish talking. Some years after, when 
the minister had grown old, he was sent 
for to the bedside of a dying man.

He was requested to sit down at 
the bedside; and the dying man, look- 
ing at him, and regarding him most 
closely, said to him, “Do you remember 
preaching in such and such a village on 
such an occasion>” “I do,” said the min- 
ister. “I was one of your hearers,” said 
the man, “and I was deeply impressed 
by the sermon.” “Thank God for that,” 
said the minister. “Stop!” said the man, 
“don’t thank God till you have heard the 
whole story; you will have reason to 
alter your tone before I have done.” The 
minister changed countenance, but he 
little guessed what would be the full 
extent of that man’s testimony. Said he, 
“Sir, do you remember, after you had 
finished that earnest sermon, I with some 
others walked home with you? I was 
sincerely desirous of being led in the 
right path that night; but I heard you 
speak in such a strain of levity, and with 
so much coarseness too, that I went out- 
side the house, while you were sitting 
down to your evening meal; I stamped 
my foot upon the ground; I said that you 
were a liar, that Christianity was a false- 
hood; that if you could pretend to be 
so earnest about it in the pulpit, and then 
come down and talk like that, the whole 
thing must be a sham; and I have been 
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an infidel,” said he, “a confirmed infidel, 
from that day to this. But I am not an 
infidel at this moment; I know better; 
I am dying, and I am about to be 
damned; and at the bar of God I will lay 
my damnation to your charge; my blood 
is on your head;’—and with a dreadful 
shriek, and one demoniacal glance at the 
trembling minister, he shut his eyes and 
died. 
"Tis not a cause of small import

But what might fill an angel's heart, 
And filled a Savior’s hands. 
They watch for souls for which the Lord 
Did heavenly bliss forego, 
For souls which must forever live

None of our people, so far as is 
known, have been injured in the cat- 
astrophe that struck in Port Chicago, 
the night of July 17. The Benicia 
church, of which Brother R. E. Ray is 
the pastor, suffered damage amounting 
to several hundred dollars. Damage 
consisted of broken windows, fallen 
plaster, etc. 
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At Port Chicago 

Two months ago on May 18, God 
led me to Port Chicago, a camp filled 
with colored sailors and a few white 
sailors. It was, indeed, a fruitful trip. 
As I approached the camp, I met a 
Marine guard. I talked to him about 
the Lord. Someone had dealt with him 
previously, but he had never decided. 
However, this day was the deciding 
time for him; so he gave his heart to the 
Lord right at the gate. 

At the main gate another Marine was 
doing guard duty. He rang up the 
Officer of the Day to find out if I could 
come into the camp. I was given full 
permission to go through the whole 
camp. This camp had no regular chap- 
lain, but. one goes there occasionally. 
So I considered this a golden opportun- 
ity. Barracks upon barracks were visited, 
hundreds of tracts and Reveilles were 
given out. I went upstairs and down- 
stairs in the hospital and guard house 
preaching Christ to these boys. I gave 
them my testimony of how I used to 
use my zeal for Satan and the things he 
offers to us in the world, but that now 
I am using it in preaching Christ to the 
‘Service men. Gambling game after 
gambling stopped as I talked and the 
boys listened to me. As I walked along 
I came to a bench crowded with boys 
sitting there. Here was a congregation 
gathered together, just sitting, not doing 
a thing. I had them all bow their heads 
as I prayed for them. It seemed is if 
they were just waiting for someone to 
come and speak to them. Thank God 
for the Holy Ghost’s leadings. I met a 
white sailor here, and he gave his heart 
to the Lord. 

Now, on Monday night, at 10:20, 
there was a great explosion at this camp, 
and 350 boys were killed, several hun- 
dred were wounded. As I heard this, 
I thanked God that He lead me to this 
camp. I sowed the seed, and some of 
those boys have slipped into eternity. 
I am thankful I did my duty and gave 
them the plan of salvation. 

This explosion was felt 100 miles 
away.

Brother and Sister Lester Larson re- 
port finding the country to which they 
have gone to carry the gospel message, 
much like California in the place where 
they were at the time of writing, about 
400 miles south of Santiago, the cap- 
ital. The trip over the Andes from 
Argentina was an outstanding experi- 
ence for them, long to be remembered, 
but not to be desired for often repetition. 
They plan on settling in Santiago after 
the arrival of their household furnish- 
ings, and a few weeks spent in language 
study in the south. The cost of living 
has increased 243% in that country, so 
that the price for commodities and serv- 
ice articles seem exorbitant to us, i.e. 50c 
for a small package of graham crackers, 
$4,000 for a second hand dining set, $30 
for a two-burner electric plate. (Maybe 
we haven’t so much to complain about 
in high prices, after all.) 

Brother and Sister Bueno, who sailed 
at the same time, settled temporarily, 
until better quarters can be located,

(The following is a letter from a 
Sacramento C.A. now serving with the 
armed forces in the South Pacific.) 

I just received a letter from my sister, 
and she says that you would like to hear 
about the marvelous way God has been 
blessing His own here. 

Well, when I arrived here on this is- 
land, all we had was jungle and mud. 
Quite an experience. After a day or so 
I met a fine Christian boy from New 
Zealand. Bruce K. Randal is his name. 
He is one of the best Christians I have 
ever met. We became fast friends soon, 
and decided to hold a Bible class the 
next night. We did, and there were six 
present. 

The next day Bruce and I thought 
we would look for a better meeting 
place because the other was in the wet 
brush. We walked about 50 yards, and 
came into a cave in the coral rock; not 
exactly a cave because it opens at the 
top, all along, but it is 20 feet deep 
and about 50 feet long. We were sure 
it would be a grand spot for a meeting 
place; so we knelt and asked God what 
He would have us do. We were so glad 
that at once we started to build a roof 
and to clear the ground. The next night 
we had a meeting, and there were 21 
present. Our hopes rose, naturally, so 
everyone decided to make a church in 
it. Seats were given us from the trucks. 
We put 10 benches in; made a pulpit— 
rugged, but O.K., and Sunday we held 
another service. The attendance after a 
few weeks grew to 75 and 80; so we did 
rejoice at the interest and hunger the 


boys had. 


We started having a prayer meeting 
for Tuesday nights, and Bible class for 
Thursday nights, and regular church on 
Sunday nights. ‘That was six months 


ago, and is still going strong. But it. 


isn’t the attendance that thrills me as 
much as the presence of the Lord, and 
the beauty of the chapel. Souls were 
saved soon after the church was started. 
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‘crowd came. 


At first we used gas lanterns and candles, 
hid in the crevices of the rock, for light, 
but after two months we got electric 
lights, three of them, and a new roof, 
mosquito netting in back of the pulpit 
and around the entrance, and many 
new members. I believe that this is 
one of the many little churches the Lord 
intends to have in the South Pacific. 

We are thrilled at the number of 
Christians, really born again, here on 
this island. Several have preached as 
evangelists; about five intend to go into 
the ministry. One boy is called to China. 
Five of us have the baptism in the Holy 
Spirit. 

From May 27 to June 7 we held a 
revival, services every night. Every 
night a different person spoke. You sce, 
we feel that there is no particular one in 
charge of the church. Yes, we have a 
board of trustees, so to speak, but the 
best results have been from having no 
person in charge. We pray about who 
is to speak; and when he is chosen, we 
hold him up in prayer. ‘The revival was 
a great success. Every night a good 
I think four were saved 
that week. Four or more testified that 
God had saved them through His little 
church. 

It is remarkable how the different 
denominations get along. We have 
no friction at all. We try not to 
uphold any particular church. At 
the door of the chapel is a sign. 
“We preach Christ Crucified.” We 
have several signs, and they help 
bring them in. One chaplain has 
been a help to us. He preached 


there one night during the revival. 


Church in 
a Cave 


The electric lights give the rock a 
beautiful color—pink, purple, yellow, 
etc. 

One night an army major came, and 
during the testimony service he stood 
up and praised God for this church. He 
said he never expected anything like 
this in the South Pacific. The men are 
anxious to testify. Sometimes 30 men 
testify in one service. 


The Lord has provided everything 
we need including transportation to and 
from the church. Every service we get 
to use a truck to take boys to their 
camps. We take them to all parts of the 
island. And how a Christian, a new 
member, enjoys his first visit to the 
church—lonesome for Christian com- 
panionship, and then finding this. 
Praise God! 


We have an address book for all the 
visitors to put their home addresses in. 
We have song books, and sometimes an 
organ to use. I am one of the song lead- 
ers. When the boys sing, the sound 
carries. One would think it is a choir, 
for the rocks bring out the sound. Four 
of us have organized a quartet and sing 
for the glory of God. Three of us are 
Pentecostal; so we know the same type 
of songs, “Give the World a Smile,” 
“Have a Little Talk With Jesus,” etc. 


I guess this is all I know about 16). 
Give everyone my regards. Ill close, 
praying God’s blessing upon you. Keep 
looking up... .

Spiritual Progress 


Are your Sunday School members 
making progress spiritually? Revivals, 
prayer services, personal work, decision 
services, and other evangelistic efforts 
have been the means through which 
God has brought many newborn babes 
into eternal life. We have rejoiced over 
them as they have been added to our 
number, but if we could see as, no 
doubt, God sees, I’m afraid we would 
be horrified at the sight. In unbeliev- 
able numbers these newborn babes have 
remained helpless infants; some have 
become spiritual: cripples, while others 
have slipped from everlasting life, hay- 
ing been starved to death. 

Why is this tragedy in our ranks? 
Because of our unconcern for them after 
they are saved. We do not feed and 
nurture and protect them as babes 
should be fed and protected. Babies 
must be fed the proper food for babies, 
and often very little, if any, provision is 
made in our churches to teach young 
Christians to walk, talk, and grow in 


the Lord. 


Because the Sunday School is the 
church at study, surely, then, the Sun- 
day School is in position to help correct 
this tragedy. Every teacher of every 
age should have a “Baby Class,” where- 
in special effort is made for the newborn 
Christians of his or her class. This may 
be accomplished through personal con- 
tact or in a group by special appoint- 
ment on an afternoon or evening dur- 
ing the week. 


Help is needed along the following 
lines: encouragement in the personal 
prayer life, faith building through the 
reading of the Word, how to study the 
Bible consistently, assistance in witness- 
ing for the Lord, the “do’s” and “don’ts” 
of real Christian living, prayer for the 
baptism of the Holy Spirit, teaching 
concerning the value of being used by 
the Spirit, also the responsibility of re- 
ceiving the Holy Spirit. 


Mr. Lawrence makes a suggestion for 
a “Forward Step Day” in your Sunday 
School. A decision service will affect a 
certain number in your school, but a 
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Forward Step service should affect 
everyone. A special message or lesson is 
given, with special encouragement to- 
ward consecration and going on. After- 
ward each member of the class or school 
is given a pencil and piece of paper. 
Each one goes to prayer and with the 
help of the Lord, makes a forward step. 
It may concern one of many phases of 
living for God, such as being a better 
neighbor for Christ, offering a new 
talent to the Lord, being more obedient 
in the home, consecration for missionary 
work, etc. 

These slips of paper are handed to 
the superintendent or the teacher of the 
class, and no one else sees them. Every 
teacher endeavors to assist and encour- 
age the members of his or her class in 
the step they have taken. 

We are an aggressive movement. In- 
dividually and collectively, we must 
grow! We must go on!

something I need.” ‘Together they 
knelt about the dying embers and under 
the blue canopy of a starlight night in 
the Rocky Mountains, a soul was born 


into the kingdom of God. 


I read an article in a well-known pub- 
lication not long ago in which the story 
was told of a professed follower of 
Christ who lived inconsistently to such 
an extent that he became morally in- 
volved. He abandoned his wife and 
children and ran off with another 
woman. This produced such a shock 
in the life of his son that the son shut 
himself up against God and the things 
of God, miserable, sour, and wretched, 
and, so far as is known, forever hardened 
against the Lord Jesus Christ. Such is 
the power for evil of a wrong influence 
and example. 

Your Influence 

Now just as we have been influenced 
by the lives of others, so we are in- 
fluencing other lives every day that we 
live. Christ imposed this obligation up- 
on us: “Let your light so shine before 
men, that they may see your good 
works, and glorify your Father which 
is in heaven.” The Christian bears an 
influence; whatever he says or does has 
its power of good or evil. The Christian 
is either Christianity’s greatest friend or 
its worst foe. If he “says” and “does 
not’ he reveals his hypocrisy and shuts 
up the kingdom of heaven against men. 
The genuine Christian commends 
Christianity to the world. He lets his 
light shine for Christ—a pure light, a 
strong light, and a steady light. There 
are those who question the validity of 
the rational and historical arguments for 
Christianity but there is one thing about 
which there can be no question and 
against which there can be no argu- 
ment, namely, the “argument of a con- 
sistent and beautiful life’ which ex- 
emplifies the beauty of the Lord Jesus 
Christ and His salvation. That, my 
friends, is unanswerable. 

The Christian is the world’s Bible. 
Their idea of Christ, of Christianity 
and of the church is determined pretty 
largely by what they see in the lives of 
professed Christians.

D-Day Religion 

“When a nation, as a whole,” says 
David Lawrence, “turns toward the 
spiritual, something of transcendent 
significance has occurred.” And that is 
what happened on D-Day. “There was 
a distinct difference in the mood of the 
American people as between Monday 
and ‘Tuesday (June 5 and 6). On Mon- 
day the nation went about its affairs as 
usual. On Tuesday there was tension, 
anxiety, worry; and at night an extraor- 
dinary thing happened —the President 
of the United States led the people in 
prayer, communicating it to tens of mil- 
lions by means of the radio networks. 
Back of that signal change of mood 
within 24 hours is the key to the future 
behavior of nations, the future steps 
that must be taken if the next war is to 
be prevented. For in that single day the 
nation recognized the importance of 
spiritual help.” 

For the religious awakening that was 
apparent on D-Day we should fervently 
thank God. However, D-Day religion is 
not enough. D-Day religion must be- 
come everyday religion if we as a na- 
tion are going to be worthy of the vic- 
tory and peace for which we are pray- 
ing.
